Community Theatres Discuss Volunteers At Workshop 


by Kathi Ellis 


Representatives from community 
theatres in Andover, Atchison, Derby, 
Dodge City, Great Bend, Hutchinson, 
Lyons, Russell, Salina and Stafford 
gathered for an all-day session with Rick 
Von Feldt in Great Bend, July 22nd. 

This session’s focus was on Volun- 
teerism, a concern that all community 
theatres had voiced as a priority when we 
met in May. Rick’s workshop focused on 
three major areas concerning volunteers: 
Understanding volunteers: Recruiting 
volunteers; and Maintaining the 
volunteer base. He finished with: The 
Final Secret! 

Understanding WHY people volunteer 
Covered understanding volunteers’ motives, 
how to motivate volunteers, defining 
YOUR theatre’s needs and creating 
leadership for the volunteers. Recruiting 
volunteers pointed us towards recruiting 
specifically, making it easy to be a volun- 
teer, establishing “points of entry” and 
ladders of progression for volunteers, des- 
troying the myth of volunteering in the 
theatre, ensuring that recruiting is ongo- 
ing and ASKING people to volunteer. 
Maintaining the volunteer base covered 
the creation of an orientation program, 
communication with all volunteers. 
establishment of reward systems, educa- 
tion and some kind of feedback for the 
whole program. The Big Secret? - DO 
IT! 


The latter part of the afternoon was 


devoted to reports from the Communica- 
tion and Education Committees set up at 
the Wichita meeting in May. Com- 
munication reported that they had had a 
30% response rate from their first letter, 
and they would be sending out a second 
letter in August together with a question- 
naire which they would ask ALL member 
theatres to complete as a first step to 
establishing an accurate profile of all 
theatres in the community theatre divi- 
sion. (So if YOU don't have time to com- 
plete it, make sure it gets to someone 
who does!) 

Education reported that they were 
hopeful of establishing the promised 
three workshops before next convention. 
Tentative locations were announced for 
Chanute (East Kansas), Andover (Cen- 
tral) - possibly in October - and Dodge 
City (West). Topics being considered for 
half-day sessions include grant writing, 
audience development, goal setting, how 
to direct, building sets with minimal 
budgets, and creative use of non- 
traditional theatre spaces. 

Great Bend Community Theatre was 
our host theatre and they provided both 
wonderful coffee and munchies to help us 
get moving at the beginning of the day, 
and a great spread at lunchtime. The din- 
ner hour was spentat the Petroleum Club. 
almost everyone staying for dinner and 
the highlight of the day: a tour of our 
host’s recently acquired Crest motion pic- 
ture theatre which will become their new 
home. GBCT purchased the movie 
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theatre which they will renovate and turn 


over the the city to maintain whilst 


remaining prime user status - if this 
sounds similar to Salina, it is based on 
their experience: see what can happen if 
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you come to convention and share your 


ideas with each other! 

Great Bend has to raise $100,000 by 
August 16th in order to take advantage of 
several matching funds offers they've 
received. Ifany AKT members would like 
to help out a fellow theatre. monies are 
being received by Robert Feldt, Fundrais- 
ing Chair, Great Bend Community 
Theatre, Box 461, Great Bend KS 
67530. 

At the end ofthe day. the general feeling 
was that the next major topic to be 
addressed by the community theatre divi- 
sion as a whole is Fundraising. The 
possibility of establishing a panel with 
information from corporate, govern- 
ment, and foundation giving will be 
explored by Denny Vick, Community 
Chair, and John Gedraitis, AKT Execu- 
tive Director. 

Once again, we would like to em- 
phasize thatany AKT member, especially 
anyone affiliated with an AKT member 
community theatre, board, staff, volun- 
teer, guild, etc. - is welcome at these 
meetings. Also, if you are the only one

Each year, we 
develop a budget based on projected membership. A major fluc- 
tuation in this amount can have an extremely positive or negative 
impact on the organization. 

With all the exciting plans for our convention and the 
implementing of statewide workshops, I project that membership 
will be up, thereby improving our fiscal outlook for 90-91, One 
thing that all of you can begin thinking about is: What type of 
workshop you would like to participate in and or attend? We are in 
the early planning stages now, so give it some thoughtand be ready 
to respond to Phil Kinen’s request later this fall. 

I'm happy to report that we have received an increase in our 
grant request from KAC. Also, we are in the process of discussing 
funding packages for the various divisions so that workshops and 
other types of activities can continue to occur throughout the 
year, 

This organization can only be as good as its membership, We 
need your input and cooperation. We need you to pass the word 
that AKT is an important state organization, We thrive on new 
creative ideas, so do your best to help us stay active, 

Asa last point, I’m sure many of you have received information 
from regional and national organizations regarding the funding 
for the NEA. This is one of the most important issues of our decade 
and one that has stimulated every arts group in the country to 
action, Our state’s senators need to hear from you, Some are in 
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favor of more strict guidelines (controls, censorship, call it what 
you will) regarding NEA grant funding. Some are even doing com- 
mercials for Jesse Helms (see Topeka Capital Journal - 7/10/90). the 
person who is actively trying to damage national support for the 
arts in this country. I encourage all of you to write and encourage 
them to vote in support of NEA and against changes in guidelines 
or level of funding.

On Getting Sponsors 
For Special Events 


The June 1990 issue of Communications 
Briefings contained the following piece 
orginally printed in Motorsport Marketing 
News. It can prove useful to AKT member 
theatres as well. 

RAKE 

Companies don't sit there waiting to 
sponsor your event. You have to com- 
municate what's in it for them. Here are 
some suggestions to help attract spon- 
SOrs: 

¢ Communicate specifically what the 
sponsor gets in return for sponsoring an 
event or team. 

¢ Communicate the demographics of 
the people who are attending the event or 
watching a team. Be sure that the people 
attracted would be interested in the pro- 
duct and can afford to buy it. 

© State how much money is needed 
from the sponsor. 

¢ Show how the sponsorship can be 
measured. Will the company be able to 
trace sales, leads and exposure? 

¢ Explain how the sponsorship might 
enhance the image of the company. 

¢ Communicate that you and your 
organization will be easy to work with. 

© Realize that companies need quite a 
bit of time to respond to proposals. Don’t 
expect answers in a couple of weeks. 

* Remember to thank people for con- 
sidering your proposal—even if it’s 
rejected.

possible, the information is rarely in one 
place, resulting in time-consuming and 
expensive state-wide calls, 

A solution to this problem is the 
establishment of a centrally-located 
database accessible to all member 
theatres via computer modem, Bach par- 
licipating theatre would need a personal 
computer, printer and modem, The 
database site (probably the central AKT 
office or with the chair of the community 
theatre division) would also require a PC, 
(or workstation), printer and dedicated 
modem, plus someone to constantly 
update the database. 

As well as providing a resource, such a 
system as outlined above would improve 
communications between member theat- 
res, 1.¢., electronic mail, A similar system 
in an educational setting has already 
been set up by the University of Kansas 
for state school districts and has proved 
extremely popular and very useful as 


teachers can exchange ideas with one 
another for the price of a phone call and 
get hardcopy as well. 

J propose that we approach the large 
computer manufacturers (c.g IBM and 
Apple are two that spring to mind; there 
are others) with this idea once we have 
fleshed it out a little more to see if they 
would be interested in donating the 
hardware. This is what happened with the 
KU program mentioned above. They 
approached Apple and were given a large 
donation of Macintoshes. J think the pro- 
gram, if initiated, would be the first of its 
kind in the theatre world and will recoup 
enormous benefits for all involved 
(including the computer companies who 
get access to new markets). 

I would be interested in following up 
with a full-scale proposal should AKT 
think it worthwhile.
